It tells us that the Turks have 
just agreed to the diversion of some of these 
British and American supplies to the Soviet 
Union—“iIn payment of an old debt of 
honor.” The authorities at Ankara, mén 
who fought for their liberty after the first 
Great War, remember those early days of 
the Turkish Republic-and how Russia sent 
military aid to Mustapha Kemal’s army of 
Independence and backed it with 
diplomatic - influence as the Soviet 
wielded in its none-too-secure position. 

Ankara’s gesture to Moscow. may mean 
much or little In the panorama of events 
that may soon unfold In one or more parts 
of the Mediterranean sphere of the conflict. 
The news of it nevertheless coincides with 
persistent suggestions that Hitler has 
marked down Turkey as his next victim for 
attack unless the persuasive eloquence of 
Nazi Ambassador Franz von Papen succeeds 
in winning certain essential accommodations. 
To what extent British and American aid 
has improved Turkish defensive organiza 
tion we do not know; but if the report of 
the diversion of some of these supplies to 
a semi-tiplomatic source is 
the authority quoted—there is evidently 
room for speculation. Axis propaganda of 
late. has. sought to prove to the men.of 
Atikara that the Soviet Union stil] has 
definite designs on contro! of the Darda- 
nelles, that London has given them its bless- 
ing, and that if Turkey knows when she 
is well off, she will enter the happy and 
contented family of nations now assembled 
under the heneficent auspices of totalitar- 
ianism’s New Order 

Both Premier Stalin and-Mr. Eden. have 
assured the Turkish government of Russian 
and British co-operation and assistance if 
Axis aggression should jeopardize the young 
Republic's political and territorial integrity. 
The fact that no nonbelligerent capital has 
been subjected to more high-pressure. Nazi 
salesmanship than Ankara would seem to 
furnish proof that the men of Berlin know 
in which direction Turkish ‘feelings lie. Not 
even the highly-imaginative Herr Doktor 
Goebbels is likely -to underestimate . the 
meaning of this latest reported demonstra- 
tion of friendly association between Ankara 
and ‘Moscow. In any case, however, Hitler 
will probably do some tall calculating before 
he adds a new job to that already taxing 
his. resources on the eastern front. The 
Anatolian plain is far from hospitable at this 
time of year; and the Turks are some of the 
best fighters in the world.

“The times are dark, and the 


, spirits of ruin are abroad in all 


(But) the result 
is not doubtful We shall not fail 

if we stand firm, we shal] not 
fail, Wise counsels may acceler- 
ate, or mistakes delay, it, but, 
sooner or later, the victory is 
sure to come... . 

“To war power alone can we
